DEPARTMENT OF INTERIOR REPORT. 

In the report of the department of 
interior for the past year, appears the 
following;

DIFFERENCE IN WEIGHTS. 

Editor Bulletin. 

Sir: I would like to call yoar af- 
tention, and that of the farmers in 
general, to the wide difference of op- 
inion regarding weights amougst 
local buyers. 1 brought(a lead of oats 
into town a few days ago and weighel 
them on the town scales before sell- 
ing them. I had 3,630 pounds grois 
weight. Weighed on buyer's scales the 
gross weight was 5.460 pounds. After 
disposing of lead. sleigh and rack ac- 
cording to buyer's scales weigned /60 
pounds, whi'e on the town scales their 
weight was 830 ;ownds, In speaking to 
another grain buyer on the subjeci, 
ha said “No two scales in town weigh 
alike,” 

Now Mr. Editor, this is a serious 
state af affairs and I may yeasonaibly 
ask, where is the government nspec- 
tor of weights aad measures? I 1am 
informed he lives in Calgary, apd I for 
| one fail to see how he casf look after 
anyone here who chooses to adjust his 
scales to suit his own interests. | As 
you will note ‘here was a difference of 
170 pounds gross weight and in weigh- 
ing sleighs a difference of 70 founds. 
Now sir_in actual figures I was loging 
100 pounds of oats (fanned)—quite an 
item from one load of grain.

The doctor gives it as his opin- 
jon that the man suicided while; in’ a 
temporary condition of insanity. The 
Victim’s name was Louis B. Ellis, an 
letters in his possession’ show that ne 
came from England about July Jast 
in search of health and work. 

The impression is that during Mon- 
day taght he left his room, where the 
bed had not been slept in, and walked 
east along the railway, and deliber- 
ately Jaid his head apon the rails 
before an east going freight which 
left here about 3 o'clock.
